l.) dnerica's aid for Britain began with a speech, a speech by the President 
Roosevelt which started off with the sentence that whatever he would have to 
say would be recorded by history, word for word. Well, it is always a rathor 
dubious matter to want to interfore with the Muse of History or to attempt to 
guide her pen. It mostly happened that history paid no attention to the words 
which were whispered into her ear but that she entcrad the deeds which were 
achieved into her great book. If she condescended to record words, however, 
which were spoken before her face ,she did so only with words of profound and 


utter sincerity. The speech, however, which Koesovelt made recently for the 


te an entry in the great History Book was built on so nany errors and ws 


based so exclusively on the nisuse of a wrongly-unierstood conception of freedor 
that one need not be a prophet to assuie that the day will come when Mre Roosevel 


will live on the hope that History has not put down his epecch too accurately. 


2e Roosevelt of course started fron the assumption on which his Lend and 
Lease Bill also rests, the assunption that the form of life ot tho young nations 
with an authoritarian governient is nothing but the outcome of the tyranny of 

a handful of none Roosevelt also silontly assuned that the nations in question, 
that is to æy particularly the German nation, had eithor been too weak to 
resist tyranny or that they light-heartedly followed some dictators or others

wey lines and factories would have to close down for lack of coal. This 

was the moment when Mr, ROOSEVELT sent soldiers to the strike areas, 
occupied the coal mines, and took then over for the State. It has never 
been fully @Plaine’ what the latter really neante Anerican newspapers state. 
that the Minister of the Interior now controlled the greatest industrial 
concern in the world. Sone curious people even ~sked whether this neant 
nationalisation of mining in the U.S... It appears, however, that Mr, 
ROOSEVLT has "socialised", that is distributed over the whole nation, the 
cderiend for labour of U.S. mining capital; but thorc has not been any nention 
of a socialisation of profits. 

The strike ended as quickly as it flared up. The promised land of the

of Jewish big capital, represented by Mr, ROOSEVELT, put nilite-ry pressure 
on Lewis, but that the Connunists in the U.S.A. also appeared on the 

scene as allies of plutocrste of the ROCSEVELT type, Moscow took a lively 
interest fron the start. The Bolshevik Tass Azoncy in its reports took an 
unequivocsl attitule against the Anericean niners who had dared, following 
the example of the Wall Street Jows and the trust plutocrats, to ask for 
at leest a small share of the deceptive prosperity of tho war, Without ary 
ado the Moscow Bolsheviks tock sides with the plutocrats and Capitalist 
entreprenours, The cell of Ncscow wes faithfully echoed from the Lolshovik 
cemp in the U.S.A. The leader of the strike was criticised at Bolshevik 
nectines in the U.S.A. and the representative of Moscow in the U,S.As, the 
olshovik chief Foster, turned against Lewis with a stetenont which 

sevned to have been dictated literally by Moscow. In it Lewis was reproached 
with having reactionery sins and with taking up a defeatist attitude. The 
unaninity between the Bolshevik Foster and the plutocrat agent ROOSEVELT , 
was stressed by the renerk thet A CSEVELT's forceful neasures aeinst the 


strike hed been taken on Fosten's advice. 
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The whole story is given piquancy by a small item mentioned in a few 
Anerican papers! the fect that Lewis, the minors! representative , now 
between the pincers of RCCSEVELT -nd his ~olshevik friends, z-ve 500,000 
dollars in 1936 for ROCSEVELT's recleeticn.

16, Finally there was a main section "Archiv and Leectorat" attached to 
the Gernan Press Division, This nain section employed about 30 people, Within 
this main section the basis was laid for the entire work of the tivision by pro- 
Auction of newspaper clippings, excerpts fren and ecndensing of the contents of. 
domestic and. foreign newspapers anà periodicals, The material thus obtained was 
also put at the disposal to the hichest Reich authorities regularly, anù, if es- 
pecially requested, also in single cases, In another working group "Room 2L" 
all new information, inquiries, and ecomter—questions wore centralized within a 
day and nicht service established for this special purpose, Eere was the main 
nerve of the entire division, 


With this presentation of the organization and tasks of the German Fress Division 
I am now able to describe ny own position within the Prropaganfa Ministry: 


17. As mentione before, I joined the Press Division of the Reich 
Ministry on 1 May 1933 as head of the Wireless Service of the Feich Hatin Corm- 
oration., At this tine Dr, Goebbels suszested to me, as a specialist on news 
technique, the establishment and direction of a section "News" within the Press 
Division of hie Ministry, in order to organize fully and to modernize the Geman 
News Agencies, In executing the assignment fiven to ne by Dr, Goebbels I took 
for ny field the entire news fiel for the German Press anà the radio in accord 
ance with the directions viven by the Fronaranda Ministry, at first with the ex- 
ception of D.N.B. I achieved this reorganization and moiternization with the 
assistance of the following persons, methods and technical means! (1) Examina- 
tion of the effediency of the offices compared to forcien competition: (2) Im- 
provement of their news supply; (3) Increase of the funds eranted by the Reich to 
these Bureaus from 00,000 to U,000,000 marks; (4) Hiring of rood exerts, for 
instance from the United Press; (5) Snee@ine up the elaboration of news; (6) 
Elimination of delaying censorship; (7) Generous introduction of teletype and 
radio-writing ("Schreitfunk"); (#) Within the Ministry for this purvose I kad not 
one collatorator: (9) For Transocean I hired the chief editor von Honeyer, form- 
erly in Cairo; for Europa Press I hired the chief Roesgen, formerly in Faris, 
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The directions of the Propaganda Ministry which I had to follow were 
essentially the following: 
(1) incresse of German news copy abroad at any cost; (2) No aretis 
offer to foreicn newspapers in order to avoid suspicion of prepagania; 
(3) avoidins matual competition at one ani the sare place broad; (+) 
Spreading of favorable news on the internal construction and peacoful 
intentions öf the Netionel Socialist system. at a later period, about 
swwer 1534, the fusion of the Telesraph Union and of the Wolff Toleeraph 
agency (W.T.5.) (the nost important news agencies) into DN.se wns 
achieved by the then Reich Press Chief FUNK. I was never chief editor 
of tho nows agency Dees. nor wes I omployeid therein in another capacity. 
Chief editor, respectively Airector, of the German News sureeu (D.N.3.) 
as to ny knowledge, fron its osteblishient in abcut 1934 up to 1945, 
Dre Gustav ALJKECHT, a forner director of W.T.:'.3 the former director of 
the Telesraph Union, Otto MEJER, who et first wes alee peneral nanacer of 
Delete, Yosigned later on. Head of tho Redio Division of the Propacenda 
Ministry were successively to ny Imowle’ve? Ministeriel Counsellor Horst 
DRESSLEs-AMDRESS, Eugen “ADALCVSEY, Alfred Insemar | EMNDT, “ans Gottfricd 
SRIEGLER, Wolfeeng DIEWEAGE up to 8 Nevenber 1942; and later up to 1945, 
I myself. As he-d of the "Section News" I oxtendci the business of 
Transocean agency ani erected several new nočern shert-wevo sendors, I 
intensified the activity of the Europa-Press Asency end I put tho econonic 
news information within the Fast Service Company (Eildicnst ten, b. I) 
on a new basis, The Transocean ascney wes owned before enl aftorwards by 
the Reich; it was directed by chief editor SC.REDLEK, The Hurops—Fress 
was owned before end afterwards by the Reich and was directed by chief 
editor ¥LEISCIEK, The Fast Service Company (Eildionst Gereve%.) was 
owned before and afterwaris by the Reich end directed by Ministerial 
Counsellor PU LIANN, around 1937 I coordinated the work of these offices 
within the inland Burepe and overseas frercign countries with cach other 
end in relationshlp to D.N.D. With this office I conflicted the first tine 
by esteblishing a wireless television radio. The task cf the section, until 
that poricd, was therefore a purely journalistic, orgenizationel nog 
actual political iirectives were only ziven by the heed cf the press 
division or by his Jelez-te to the news agencies, 


When I joined the Ministry, tho tesk was linited in tinc, It was, however, 
prolonget fron year to year, For almost four ycers I refuse] to becone 

a sovernnent employee of the iMnistry, I renainel as a priv-te employee 
with mutuel risht of notico, I remember having refused several tines, in 
writing, en appointnent es Governnent Counsellor and thus becoming a 
eovernient employee as intended by Dre Œ EN. ELS. Finslly, however, I was 
89 caught by the fine and free work which I could jo in the fiel of 
organizing the news fron 1933 to 1937, that I aerced to ny appointnont 

as Superior Governnent Counsellor (Cberresicrungsrat) end thus as a 
governnent omployee, keeping the old field of work. So far as my income wns 
concerned duting ny activity within the Fropacanda Ministry, I take thie 
opportunity to declare the following? after May 1933, as an employce 

in the Ministry, I drew a salarv of 700 narks monthly. Beyond 
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2€. The news about the sudden settine of a national vote by 
SCHUSCHSIGC was at first withheld by the Cerman News Agency (D..N.35.) 
by direction of B ENDT. After a discussion with Dr. DI TRICH, press 
chief of the Fuehrer, and with Privy Counsellor ASCHMANN, then press 
chief of the Foreign Office, 4 HDT finally released informnition, In 
addition, however, he instructed nll German newspepers to bring this 
inform tion with big headlines, anc to ear-park it es a bre: ch of 
Ercement with the Fuchrer, All newspapers, which still appeared up 
to the beginning of the invasion, they brought details shout the 
new. fashioned fast vote of the Austrian Nationnal Socialists, ete.

foreign direction, Howsver, this inionticn was not realized, In any case in my 
performance of the office as heed of ine cradic in the field of radio publication, 
I was dependent oniy in my decisions and measures upon the followinz: the general 
political directions: the porsonéal simervision of De, Goebbels, asonetine going 
into the details; the decisions of the ra@ic-nelitacal division of the Foreien .

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I rofused, indicating I dictated = brief speech just before speaking and 
hence spoke helf-extemporaneously. Subsequently he renounced the subnissics 
of texts upon the coniition thet et leest certain topics be discussed upen 
jemand, The acdrosses formerly were called "Political -nd Radio Show"; j 
later "Hans FAITZSCHE Speaks", In these adårosses I discussed polittosl 

and hunan problens of all kinds and reported on the general situaticn as 
well. According to ny nemory, I aid not toke any pesition cm the Jewish 
question for many years, In ny positicn as head cf the Gernan Press Divisio 
I had tried twice to forbid the eprorrance cf "Die Sturner" without success 
Later, especially during the war and nostly upon request.

I referred to the role of this Jewish propagenis in bringing about an 
allicance between the Western Powers ond the Soviet Union, Accordinz to ny 
knowlelge, this allisnce was not supposed to heve been established by the 
Gernan declaration of war against hussia, but by an Anzlo-Saxon secrot 
treaty of 19:20. The utilization cf the preductive capacity cf the occupied 
countries for the stronethening of the wer potential, I have openly and 
gloriously praised, chiefly becsuse the competent authorities put at ny

“ni disadventages for the Reich, In ny ficld for instenee, cert in rusicAl 
productions could only be made in Prezue, to which flowed people, machines 
end money. All the factory equinnent of the Germen receordins industry came 
to Prarwe, A direct or indirect request for the ruthless utilizaticn of 
occupies, countrics by me was all the nore out of cuesticn as 4% would have 
neant a strike aceinst ny own proparencase. The «oal of it was to win the 
hearts of the population of the occupied ccuntricse 


In 1939 when I tolket =lrost daily over the radio, I asked for 
a lun: sun of 750 nerks nenthly, es far »s I renember, for this work. 
Whon I took over the direction ^f the radio, Dr. GEH-HELS zave the instructe 
ion thet the Radio Corporation should pay ne the difference between ny 
salary as a government aerpleyeo (about 1500 ilerks) and the salery as 
irector of the Reich R dio Corporetion (3000Hearis), thus I received an 
incone in all of 3000 Marks (without deduction of taxes), namely 1500 nerke 
as severnnent employee and 1500 marks fron the Reich Radio Corporation. Fror 
ny other writing I earned until 1942 a yearly averece of 5000 xe-rks as far 
as I renenber. After taking over tho rodic this income oonscå anost 
entirely. 
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41. While head of the Gernan press division, according to 
ny knowledge, I never took over the direction of the daily 11 o'clock 
conference in absence of Dr. G 5 ELS or Under-Secretary (Staatssekrot-or) 
Dr. NAULANN, Dr. G = ELS held this conference with his closest collaberster 
I took this over several tines, howover, as head of the Radio Division end 
this only after 1943, ĉn the averese this was the e-se once weekly. In 
this esse GUENSELS gave his directions by way of trensmittine his nenuscript 
over the phene, All in all, maybe on 5 days, these directions did not 
cone in.
